Motor Freight Rate 
Jump Denied By ICC 

The Palm Beach County 
Freight Traffic Bureau announc- 
ed that it has received a notice 
today, from the Southern Me- 
ter Carriers Rate Conference 
that it is withdrawing the in- 
creased rates, which would have 
raised the freight charges of 
Palm Beach County merchants 
and shippers $15,000 annually 
Motor carriers announced the 
withdrawal of the higher rates 
after the Interstate Commerce 
Commission suspended the in- 
creases. The local Traffic Bur- 
eau had petitioned the Inter- 


Jate Commerce Commission to 
suspend the higher freight 
charges. 


James W. Lee, director of the 
County Traffic Bureau, said that 
the Bureau had been fighting 
this proposal since carrier rate 
committees first considered it, 
last March. Despite this opposi- 
tion, he said the truckers had 
scheduled the increase to be- 
come effective on June 12, 1961, 
The higher rates would have 
assessed an additional arbitrary 
of 10 percent of the freight 
charge up to a maxium of $1.00.

Men 62 May Get 
Social Security 


‘The age at which men can ap- 
ply for social security payments 
has been changed to 62, accord- 
ing to R. C. Gehrken, Jr., man- 
ager of the West Palm Beach 
Social Security Office: 

Until now, men had to be at 
least 65 before they could make 
application for payment unless 
they were disabled. For several 

years women have been able to 
claim their social security pay- 


ments at a reduced amount 
when they were 62. Men now 
have the same opportunity. 
Gehrken stated that a man's 


payment at 62 would be reduc- 
ed because he would be getting 
paid three years earlier. By re- 
ducing the amount of payments 
at age 62, he will get about the 
ame total payments as he 
would by waiting until 65.

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Drug-Resistant TB 
Is Worrying Doctors 


Fifty-eight Palm Beach Coun- 
ty people have been admitted to 
TB Hospitals since January 1, 
Dr. Raymond E. Kaufman, As- 
sistant County Health Officer, 
told the Board of the Palm 
Beach County Tuberculosis and 
Health Association at its meet- 
ing Thursday at the Associa- 
tion Office, 615 Iris Street, NE 
Palm Beach. 

Dr. Kaufman said 42 of those 
were new cases and 16 were old 
cases which had reactivated, A 
total of 50 new cases have been 
reported but 8 either did mot 
require hospitalization or are 
under the care of their privaté 
physicians. 

À review of the 544 children 
with positive reactions to the 
tuberculin test found during the 
5 years of tuberculin testing in 
the schools ,revealed 3 new pri- 
mary cases and 15 children con- 
Verted from negative to positive 
tuberculin reactions, Dr. Kauf- 
man added. 

He warned against the danger 
of relaxing efforts to find and 
control TB lest TB resurge to 
epidemic proportions again as 
Venereal Diseases are now do- 
ing. He said, "We have effective 
drugs now, but drug-resistant 
strains of the TB germ are be- 
coming more prevalent every 
day and the drug-resistant strain 
is worse than the germ we are 
fighting today." 

Mrs. Corinne Greene, Director 
of Social Service at the TB Hos- 
pital in Lantana, reported the 
present hospital] census as 448 
the highest in several years. 
There have been 335 TB pati- 
ents admitted from · southeast 


. Florida since January 1 and al- 


though there have been many 
discharges, the hospital remains 
full almost to capacity.

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Roughages Low In 
Protein Used Best 
By ‘Brahman Cattle 


Gainesville, Fla—Are Brah- 
man cattle able to digest low- 
protein roughage feeds to better 
advantage than other breeds? 


It is generally believed that 
Brahmans are better able to 
withstand the stress of a warm, 
humid environment than other 
breeds, especially if the plane 
of general management is mar- 
ginal or low. 


Dr. J. F. Hentges, Jr., of the 
University of Florida Agricultu- 
ral Experiment Station recently 
conducted an experiment which 
revealed that Brahmans digest- 
ed a higher percentage of each 
feed component except fatty ex- 
tract. He determined digestion 
coefficients, or percentage of nu- 
trients in a feed that are digest- 
ed, for dry matter, crude pro- 
tein, crude fiber, nitrogen-free 
extract, organic matter and 
gross energy. 


"The biggest difference be- 
tween Herefords and Brahmans 
was in the ability of the latter 
to digest crude protein," 5 


Hentges. "They digested 4.4 рег- — 


cent more than the Herefords. 


"Highly significant differenc- 
es existed for digestion of crude 
protein by seasons. Both species 
appeared to digest low-protein 
roughage diets (3.5-6 percent 
crude protein) better in winter 
and high-protein diets (12 per- 
cent crude protein) better 
summer.” 

He adds that the app 
judged by amount of d. 
ter consumed, was alw 
ter on the high-protei 
Brahmans had а marked advan- 
tage in digesting low-protein 
diets, but not high-protein ones. 
They consumed more total feed 
per day than the Herefords. 

“The ability of Brahmans to 
digest crude protein more effi- 
ciently from low-protein rough- 
ages and to consume more dry 
matter when оп low-protein 
levels may partially explain the 
ability of Brahman cattle to 
better withstand tropical and 
mi-tropical environments 
which abound in low quality 
roughages,” he says.

The entomologist says it is fre- 
quently desirable to eliminate 
mosquitoes and flies from a 
room and this can best be done 
with a space spray such as an 
aerosol bomb. 

The bomb should contain .2 
percent pyrethrins and thiocya- 
nates. When using such an aero- 
sol, treat behind pictures and 
curtains, under chairs and pther 
furniture and in closets. After 
spraying, close the room for 15 
to 20 minutes. Remove birds and 
fish before applying aerosols.

Scientists and meat proces- 
sors alike are developing new 
to treat meat to obtain 
the highest degree to tenderness. 

New cutting methods are be- 
ing developed for commercial 
use whereby more steaks and 
other lean meat will be avail- 
able. 

Precooked, deliydrated meat 
products that are palatable are 
being perfected for military use 
and may eventually be avail- 
able for civilian usage.

spillway at Ortona, ten miles 
downstream from Lake Okee- 
chobee, will be modified and a 
new spillway will be construct- 
ed at Moore Haven on the Lake. 
No improvements or chánges 
wil be made to the existing 
locks at Ortona- and Moore 
Haven: 

The total project will be dis- 
cussed by the FCD Board with 
citizens at a public meeting to- 
day at LaBelle. 


Benefits from the Caloosahat- 


4 chee project will include a re- 


duction of nearly 90 per cent in 
flood damages with a resultant 
saving of approximately a mil- 
lion dollars a year in the big 
river basin. Secondly, the FCD 
estimates, the project should re- 
duce drought damages in the 
area by more than $230,000 per 
year. 


In addition, the new flood 
control works should make pos- 
sible higher type use of land — 
for example, the planting of im- 
proved pasture or crops on land 
that is now frequently flooded. 
This benefit should amount to 
more than $500,000 per year. 
Thus, Mr. Horner explained, the 
total annual benefits from the 
Caloosahatchee River project 
should approach $2 million. 


Residents o fthe Ft. Myers 
area will be assured of increas- 
ed domestic water supply since 
the spillway and lock near Olga 
will maintain a head of fresh 
water within 10 miles of the 
city. 


The initial eight miles of con- 
struction will be completed by 
eayly 1963, the FCD estimates, 
and FCD representatives are 
busy acquiring rights of way 
along the River from Olga Brid- | 
ge upstream to Lake Okeecho-| 
bee. Construction of additional 
sections of the project will be 
started as soon as the rights of 
way along the River are acquir- 
ed and funds are made available 
by State and Federal govern- 
ment. 


When the Caloosahatchee pro- 
ject is finished, it will provide 
flood control benefits to areas 


FCD officials point out 

when the improved river is not 
utilized to full capacity in drain- 
ing the Caloosahatchee Basin, 
it will serve as a more depend- 
able outlet for discharge of ex- 
cess waters from Lake Okee- 
chobee. This will be an import- 
ant factor in enabling the Army 
Corps of Engineers to regulate 
the Lake more „safely and to 
maintain a higher level of wat- 
er storage in the Lake. The FCD 
said greater water storage cap- 
acity in the Lake will mean bet- 
ter flood control and also more 
water for irrigation in both the 
Caloosahatchee Basin and the 
big agricultural areas of Palm 
Beach County south of the Lake.

Florida Has All 15 Of List of "Rare Earths” 


By Joseph Weil 
Dean of ‘the College of 
Engineering and director of 
the Engineering and Industrial

Europium, Promethium, Cer- 
ium, Erbium — these familiar- 
sounding names conjure up sha- 
dows of the Gods of Anciént 
Civilization, but in modern dress 
they cast long shining beams in- 
to Man's Future in the Nuclear 
Age. With others in their fam- 
ily they form the wonderful 
chemical clan of 15 “elements 
known as the rare earths, 

The rare earths are metals, 
not earths — and they are far 
from “rar 
They' were created billions of 
years ago, back to the very for- 


matics of the Earth itself, con- 
ceived the raging inferno of 
a new-born planet. Today these 
remarkable ‘metals, all 15 of 


which йге found in Florida, are 
paving new frontiers in science 
and in industry. They are found 
in many minerals, but the only 
significant ore sources are mas- 
sive monazite deposits and the 
monazite sands, For many years 
India was thé principal center 
for monazite sand mining, but 
in recent years the main pro- 
duction sources are Brazil, 
Idaho, and Florida: 

Florida is indeed rich in min- 
erals. In addition to being a pro- 
mising source for the rare 
earths, she already is making 
available raw products for pro- 
gucing the more familiar “won- 
der" or "Cinderella" metals, 


Specifically titanium, zirconium, 
hafnium, uranium and thorium, 
The development of the black 
sands mining industry in recent 
years has helped boost Florida's 
mineral production from $15 
million in 1940 to more than 
$159,400,000 in 1959 — an in- 
crease of nearly 1,000 per cent. 

Although the bulk of this 
production comes: from Florida's 
old stand-bys — phosphate rock 
(43 per cent of the 1959 total), 
fuller's earth, portland and 
masonry cement, crushed lime- 
stone, clay, sand, gravel etc.— 
the future potential of Florida 
unique combination of these 
with the "wonder" and rare 
earth metals staggers the ima- 
gination. 

And with the advent of nu- 
clear power this.day is advanc- 
ing like a tidal wave. Having no 
fossil fuels of ferrous metals 
such as coal, iron, lead, zinc, 
Florida has never been thought 
of as a mineral-producing state. 
But a glimpse into the history 
of the exploration of Florida's 
crust is quite revealing. 

In 1888 the discovery of river 
pebble on the Peace River near 
Arcadia and hard rock phos- 
phate near Dunnellon sparked 
the beginning of the phosphate 
mining industry.«Land pebble 
was found the following year, 
and in five years Florida's pro- 
duction had passed that of South 
Carolina, making Florida the 
largest producing state іп the 
union — a position which has 
never been challenged since that 
time. 


Today about 40 per cent of 


the domestic titanium oxide 
which is used to replace lead as 
the white pigment in paints, 
comes from Florida. 


And as nuclear energy appli- 
cations are developed, two other 
Florida metals — zirconium and 
hafnium — are increasingly ip 
demand. * 

For example zirconium is a 
very poor absorber of neutrons, 
and is therefore used in reactors 
for cladding. Hafnium is an ex- 
cellent neutron absorber and 
thus is the preferred metal for 
control rods in nuclear reactors. 
It is also used in lightweight re- 
fractory materials for aircraft 
construction. 

Florida undoubtedly prosper- 
ed as well as other areas on 
Earth during the Stone Age, but 
the Bronze Age and the Iron 
Age by-passed her entirely. 
Without ferrous metals the 
State's development lagged for 
want of fossil fuels and native 
metals for the production of 
tools. 


In the mid-20th Century, how! 


ever, after hundreds of years of 
inactivity, Florida's industrial 
development has undergone а 
tremendoys spurt, and the 
bountiful mineral resources de- 
scribed here are spelling out her 
destiny for a leading role in the 
Nuclear Age.
